April Sth.—On the 5th April, the rioting extended to the xiver- 
side. At about 7-30 aat., some Hindu carters assaulted a number of 
‘Muhammadan boatmen at Nimtolla Ghat and at about 10 4.0, some 
Hindu durwans of Messrs, Marshall & Son assaulted some Muham~- 
madan crane drivers employed in the Port Commissioners’. Jetty. At 
about JL a.m. on this date, about 2,000 Muhammadans, armed with 
lathis and brickbats, assembled at the junction of Maniktotta and 
Narkeldanga Main Road and declared ‘that the Police should be 
attacked, as they were guarding Hindu temples and, generally assist- 
ing the Hindu’ combatants. Brickbats were thrown at Inspector 
JN. Roy and some constables, fgur of whom were injured, but a 
jorce of soldiers arrived almost immediately under the command of the 
‘Assistant Commissioner, North Suburbs, and the crowd dispersed. At 
about 6 vat, some five hundred Muhammadan boatmen from boats 
moored near Babu Ghat attacked the police outpost’ in ,the suden 
Uardens with lathis and brickbats and, having driven the staff from 
the building, proceeded to loot the contents. Information was im- 
mediately sent to Lall Bazar and a small contingent of Auxiharies 
and Police Sergeants soon arrived on the scene in charge of 
Mr, F. D. Bartley, Deputy Commissioner, Headquarters. ‘The rioters 
put up a determined opposition to the efforts of the newly-arrived patrol 
to disperse them and the patrol were heavily stoned, but they ultimately 
succeeded in driving the crowd down the gangway on . to the 
pontoon, On this the rioters took up. their stand and continued to 
shout defiauce and to hurl stones at the patrol, whom they repeatedly 
tried to rush. The, patrol thereupon fired and succeeded in dispersing 
the rioters by this means. 


In the disturbed area, the full effect of the Chief Presidency 
Magistrate's order under section 144, Cr. P. C., began to be appreciated 
on this date and the day was comparatively uneventful. Some brick- 
Dats were thrown into the Taltolla police-siation and some Muham- 
madans with a herd of cattle were attacked by Hindu rioters on the 
Strand toad, Sporadic looting and assaults continued, however, and 
the panic remained undiminished. As w consequence of this, the day 
was full of false alarms and this fact was not conducive to a speedy 
return to normality, 


April 6th.—On the Gth April, a number of incidents occurred, 
which might easily have developed into very serious situations, but 
fortunately the Police were, in most instances, on hand in time to 
prevent serious rioting, ‘Thus, considerable tension arose in Kidder 
pore, where some Muhaminadans threw stones at the Hindu temple in 
Watgunge Street, which had been desecrated on the previous day, and 
a number of members of both communities prepared to fight, but vhe 
Police arrived before hostilities commenced and dispersed the crowds. 
Shortly afterwards, a large number of Muhammadans, atmed with 
lathis, collected near the mosque in‘ Michael Dust Street, declaring 
tbat bricks had been thrown at the mosque from Hem Chandra Street, 
but they worg quickly dispersed by the Police. Thereafter, a horn or 
conch-shell was blown from the Panchanantola temple and Hindus of 
the locality immediately collected there, out of fear that the temple 
was about to be desecrated. Muhammadans also arrived in large 
numbers and both parties were armed with lathis, but the Police were 
able to disperse the crowd after a brief exchange of brickbats. Again, 
at about 9 v.at., some 200 Muhammadans attacked the Shiva temple 
at the junction of Amherst Street and Sitaram Ghosh Street with 
brickbats and soaa-water bottles, but a contingent of soldiers and

The 15th was also without incident 
und the complete withdrawal of the troops from the streets late ‘that 
afternoon may be said to mark the conclusion of the first phase of 
the riots. 

Tt ia to be observed that the foregoing narrative is by momoane an 
exhaustive account of the innumerable incidents which occarred dur- 
ing the course ‘of the riots in the various parts of Caleutta, It would 
De impossible to give a full list of auch incidents in the sequence in 
whuch they occurred, and the narrative has therefore been confined to 
2 recital of events which serve to convey some appreciation. of the 
course and the character gf the riots. 


Moasures taken to quell the riots.—Information regarding the out- 
break of the riots was received by telephone at Lall Bazar at 3-60 Pox 
on the 2nd April (Good Friday), and the Armed Polico were immedi.

‘The district, police in other quarters of the 
town and suburbs were standing by to deal with sympathetic outbreaks 
in their jurisdictions and were reinforced from Headquarters where 
necessary, while all reserves were held in readiness at i Bazar. 

‘Tt soon became manifest, however, that these forces were insufficient 
and, at about noony it was found necessary to requisition military 
assistance. ‘This was diy given and a force of 350 officers and mew 
of the, NorthyStatfordshire Regiment, and four armoured cars, manne 
by erews provided by the Calcutta Presidency Battalion, were place:| 
at the disposal of the Police. In addition, a light Motor Patrol, eon- 
sisting of about twenty men with two Lewis guns, was provided by (the 
Calcutta Presidency Battalion and a Lewis gun ‘patrol was  qbtained 
from the Calcutta Seottish. . 
On the 4th April, a contingent of one hundred men of the Bastern 
Frontier Rifles, under the command of Captain L. Y. Bazett, wa- 
received from Chinsuva, and twenty Armed Patsda sarere' dnt, by the 
Superintefident of Police, 24-Parganas. This force continued to 
employed throughout the period of the riots and, on the 6th April, 
i"further. reinforcement, bf 200-men was obtained from the Eastern 
Frontier Wifes al Dacca, 
With these reinforcements, it was possible to establish a network of 
patrols throughout the affected area. Military piquets were stationed 
at all strategic points throughout the day and mght and these were 
maintained at sufficient strength to furnish constant patrols radiating 
from the fixed posts and linking up with the neighbouring piquets. 

Unarmed parties were sent out regularly from Lall Bazar and from 
police-stations to patrol both the main streets and every side street where 
trouble had occurred, and a number of reconnoitring parties patrolled all 
the threatening areas throughout the day and night. 

‘The remaining military forces were held in readiness at Lall Bazar, 
where information of almost all alarms was received by telephone. 
‘As necessity arose, they were sent out in flying pers, under officers 
from Police Headquarters, to the e .s from where the alarms were 
reported, In these cases, they dealt with the situation as they found 
it on arrival and, whem-peace had been restored, they returned to Lal 
Bazar after making local arrangements to prevent any fresh alarm or out- 
break of rioting. ‘ is 
From the morning of the 3rd April, there were few. collisic 
tween large bodies of the two contending parties, and the mney} 
of the disturbances were entirely sporadic in character; ay, subsided

on the 3rd April, when- the Kali temple at Kalitola was attacked by 
fahomnadans. "This outrage thoroughly roused the Bengali Hindus, 
Maha hitherto taken no part i the siragele ‘and against whom the 
Muhamimadans had displayed no animosity ehatwoover, and they took 
up the cause of their up-country co-religionists. Their part in the 
Struggle was, however, confined almost entirely to the detence of their 
Peligious institutions and in only « few instances did they participate in 
any retaliatory measures. 

Casualties among the public.—So far os cat, be ascertained, the total 
number of gasualties resulting from the rioting which _ took, place 
Tumven the 2nd dnd the 12th April was 44 deaths and 584 injuries 
peffereutly serious to warrant admittance inv hospital.
